UFOs represent "a real ex¬ 
perience.” 

Small Amount Reliable 

Reemphasized that he was 
not talking about the 99 per¬ 
cent of the reports that may 
have come from crackpots or 
resulted from mistaken views 
of meteorites or Venus or any 
other easily explainable 
source. 

The astronomer said he was 
dealing only with that small 
percentage of reports coming 
from reliable witnesses that 
have not yet been explained. 

For the past 20 years, llya- 
nck has; served as a consultant 
to the U.S. Air Force in its in¬ 
vestigation of UFOs. He 
termed the investigation and its 
handling a "travesty on sci¬ 
ence.” 

Not Space Visitors 

Still somewhat skeptical, 
Hyanck nonetheless Said that 
this hard core of UFO reports 
from ail over the world has 
convinced him that "a pheno¬ 
mena of some sort is there.” 

"It is not visitors from outer 
space.” he said, “but it exists 
and needs to be explained." 

He said he doubts that UFOs 
could be explained with 
present knowledge and said 
that the role of scientists at 
the moment should be to docu¬ 
ment and observe. 

"You can't explain it,” he 
said, “but you can't ignore it." 

“You can’t throw away evi¬ 
dence just because you. don’t 
like it." he said.

Residents Watch 
Weekend UFO's 

Sightings of several unidentified flying objects were 
reported during the weekend in the Pocatello area and else, 
where in the stale. 

A report of an unidentified flying object hovering over 
Portneuf Hill about 1:05 p.m. Sunday sent a deputy from the 
Bannock County Sheriff’s Office to the Mai tin Putnam home 
on Katsilometes Road. 

Enroute to Putnam’s residence, the deputy reported a 
bright light appeared to be shining in the southeast portion 
of the sky. 

No size or shape was given ia the police report, and 
Idaho State University astronomers could not be reached 
this morning for comment, 

Harold Jacobsen, meteorologist at the National Weather 
Service al the time of the sighting, disputed rumors the 
UFO was reported on the Civil Defense circuit here. 

"1 didn’t hear a thing about it," he declared. 

In Boise about 1:30 p.m. Sunday, several residents report¬ 
ed sighting a circular object with tour (lashing lights which 
they said darted around for several minutes before disappear, 
lng in the southeast sky in a trail of fire. Police and National 
Weather Service officials apparently could not confirm the 
Boise UFO sightings. 

Thai sighting, nearly due east, apparently was not 
Apollo 14 although it was in the right position. Officials said 
it occurred long after Apollo 14 hail left (he earth's atmos. 
phere. • 

One astronomer from Boise was reported to have said 
the star Sirius, brightest in the heavens and located below 
the constellation Orion to the east, would have been prom, 
inent Sunday night.

The sighting was Hie second in recent weeks of heavenly 
phenomena. Tlie Evening of Jan. 20 a giant fireball blazed 
across the eastwn sky, beginning in the vicinity of the 
constellation Gemini in the southern sky and "exploding" about 
25 degrees above the northern liortzon.

Strange Light In Sky 


Several reports of sightings of 
• strange light in the sky and of 
in explosion in the south part of 
Douglas County were reported to 
the Sheriffs Department about 
S:30 p.m. Thursday. 

A United Press International 
report from Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, Calif., stated a 
Minuteman 1 intercontinental 
ballistic missile was fired down 
the Western Test Range from 
Vandenberg Thursday night. 

Sheriff John T. Truett said the 
local sightings probably were 
the missile, but the possibility 
that a missile crashed in the 
vicinity of King Mountain on the 
Douglas-Josephine county line 
was checked out Thursday 
evening. 

Several persons in the Azalea 
area reported a streak of light 
leaving a long blue trail was 
seen, followed by what appeared 


to be an explosion and a puff of 
smoke which mushroomed into 
the sky due south of Azalea. 

The UPI report said residents 
of the San Francisco Bay area 
reported seeing a contrail, a 
"Twilight phenomenon” caused 

when ice particles generated by 
the condensation from the heat 
of the missile picked up the last 
reflections of the setting sun. 

A crew from the 90th Strategic 
Missile Wing at Francis E. 
Warren AFB, Wyo., conducted 
the launch. 

Sheriff Truett and three 
deputies went to Azalea in an 
effort to check out the reports of 
the explosion Thursday. He said 
his office will not continue a 
search for a possible down 
missile, but suggested it might 
be a project for the local Four 
Wheel Drive Club. ,

UFO Startles Willard Area 
Residents, Law Officers

WILLARD - Residents of 
Willard and Tiro were startled by 
the appearance of an unidentified 
flying object which appeared in the 
night sky at about 9 p.m. Friday 
and was sighted by well over a 
dozen area people. 

Willard police, Huron County 
Sheriff’s Department and the State 
Highway Patrol received calls 
concerning the mysterious sight 
and a sheriff’s deputy and state 
highway patrolman reported 
sighting the object twice in 
southern portions of the county. 

One local family, which 
preferred not to be identified, was 
thoroughly frightened by their 
encounter with the UFO. 
According to Capt. John Warner of 
the sheriff’s department, a man, 
his wife and child were driving 
east on Old Niver Road north of 
Willard when the driver spotted 
the object coming toward him 
from the east. The diamond¬ 
shaped UFO was described by the 
witness as being approximately 25- 
35 feet in diameter with red and 
white lights. ' 

The witness stated he blinked his 
car lights from bright to dim 
several times as the object 
approached 100 feet above the 
highway. The "thing” at last 


halted directly above the car and 
looking up the man said he saw 
movement behind a glass “dome” 
at the top of the object. 

“The man ‘hastened’ to the 
Willard Police Department,” said 
Warner, "where he reported the 
sighting. Willard police then called 
the sheriff’s department” 

The sheriff’s office and Willard 
police also received calls from six 
other residents of Willard who 
reported sighting the object and 
"at least a dozen people from 
Tiro,” according to Warner. The 
sheriff's office would not release 
the names of the witnesses. "The 
man who saw it on Niver Road and 
his family are pretty upset” 
Warner explained. 

Also unidentified are the 
sheriff’s deputy and highway 
patrolman who twice spotted the 
UFO but did not pursue it. “When 
they saw it the object was off the 
roadway and then disappeared 
from sight,” Warner explained. 
The sightings by the officers took 
place later Friday night. 

In a possibly related sighting, a 
woman admitted to Willard Area 
Hospital after a car accident told 
hospital personnel that she had 
seen “a big school bus or 
something that looked like a school 
bus” flying in the night sky at. 


approximately the same time as 
the other sightings. The UFO 
apparently had nothing to do with 
the accident. 

Eye witnesses able to describe 
the UFO in aetail or draw sketches 
of the object agreed on the UFO’s 
appearance. 

“What it was I don’t know for 
sure,” Warner said. “Whenyou get 
a call like that you think 'Oh. it's a 
drunk or a crackpot.' But when so 
many people call and a deputy and 
a highway patrolman see it too, 
you wonder.” 

“The man who first called 
Willard police was really shook,” 
Warner said. “He must have seen 
something.” 

The Aputy and patrolman who 
saw thtflJFO also sighted two jet 
planes shortly after the object 
disappeared, apparently pursuing 
^the object in a westerly direction. ,

Although the question of 
unidentified Finn* Objects has 
dimmeTsomevChat in The minds 
of most Americans, this attitude 
seems to prevail whenever the 
topic of flying saucers is brought 
forth. 

Can flying saucers, controlled 
by aliens from another planet, 
really exist? 

. This question still hangs fire 
• in the mind of Dr. J. Allen 
Hynck. chairman of the 
Department o' Astronomy at 
Northwestern University, who 
has evaluated more data on 
UFO sightings than anyone in 
the world. 

* Dr. Hynck, who was the key 
speaker at t he Eastern UFO 
: Symposium at a downtown 
motel Saturday, will be the first 
to admit he" is neither a 
"believer” nor a discounter of 
reported sightings. 

"Believer is a theological 
term,” the goateed researcher 
said. "The unexplained is a 
more definitive one." 

Dr. Hynek, whom many cons¬ 
ider tne most knowledgeable 
mind in the field of flying 
saucers, has crusaded long and 
hard for l<xs quasi-religious 
fanaticism on the issue and a 
more scientific approach toward 
UFOs. 

"Look here," he said pointing 
to a computer sheet full of 
reported sightings categorized in 
location, time and other col¬ 
umns. 

"We, those of us who are in¬ 
terested in finding out the truth 
about UFOs, should concentrate 
our efforts along t hese lines. 
Make patterns . . . develop con¬ 
sistencies, if there are any.” 

Dr. Hynek worked as chief 
consultant for 20 years with the 
Air Force on Project Blue Book, 
a government-backed effort to 
d ctermine if flying saucers were 
visiting the earth. 

"That project was a travesty 
on science,” he said, "and it 
was a mistake to give the job to 
the Air Force to begin with.” 

He said scientists and techni¬ 
cians assigned to the program 
treated their work "so lightly" 
J»e often questioned their pro- 
f (essionalism.

And allhough he chose nol to 
talk about it. Dr. Hynek was 
more than once made the "tall 
guy" for the government in 
producing explanations con¬ 
cerning UFO sightings. 

In Michigan in the 50s when a 
farmer spotted some "strange 
lights that made a whirring 
noise," Dr. Hynek visited the 
area and explained, very 


cmphalicalty, Hie objects "could 
have been" swamp gas.

Rocket trail provides 
brilliant aerial show

There were spectacular lights in the sky 
last night, and they triggered many calls' 
by Central Oregonians seeking in¬ 
formation. 

Some callers believed the illuminations 
low in' the south, were meteor trails. 
Others suggested flares of St. Elmo fire 
from the tips of the Paulinas. Others 
thought they were caused by rockets — 
and they guessed correctly. 

A Minuteman I intercontinental ballistic 
missile was fired down the western test 
range from Vandenberg AFB in Southern 
California last night around 6 o'clock, and 
it was its flare and trail that attracted the 
attention of Oregonians. 

From Vandenberg came the explanation 
that the "lights” were “twilight 
phenomenon caused by ice particles 
generated by the condensation from the 
heat of the missile picked up by reflections 
of. the setting sun.” 


Ronald Powell, driving to his Bend home 
on Pettigrew Road, got a fine view of the 
rocket’s purple glare as he headed south. 
Ralph Wodtli saw the object from his home 
northeast of Bend, as did Sam Langmas 
who lives in east Bend. 

Charles Searchy, of Opal City North of 
Crooked River in Jefferson County, was 
able to provide a fine description of the 
rock, which, he said, exploded. 

Most observers in Central Oregon 
described the short course of the project as 
it plunged through Southern California 
skies. One local observer said it appeared 
to come toward Bend, then to veer off. 
Some observers estimated the object 
originated near LaPine, others guessed its 
distance as a few thousand miles.”

An absence 
- of UFOs 

The Walrus and the Carpenter 
Were walking on the strand; 
They sighed to see the UFOs

"If we could only get aboard," 
They said, "it would be grand." 


Two years or so ago millions of 
people around the globe entertained 
this hope, to sec and board a flying 
saucer. Yet where arc those UFOs 
today, seen by five million Ameri¬ 
can viewers? Where arc their rows 
of winking colored lights, their right- 
angled turns at top speed, their phe¬ 
nomenal acceleration? And where 
are their alleged little green crew¬ 
men with or without antennae in 
their foreheads? 

> > / 

As an acknowledged authority on 
UFOs and UFO literature, I’m 
asked from time to time what has 
happened to UFOs. 1 have an an¬ 
swer or rather an hypothesis, which 
may or may not be correct. It could 
turn out that the current absence of 
UFOs is even more significant than 
was their recent presence. 

But first, let's look at the facts. It's 
certainly a matter of record that 
UFOs have almost completely 
dropped out of the newspaper col¬ 
umns and the magazines, and almost 
as completely from book publishers' 
UttS, In Exeter, N.H., the Flying 
Saucer Museum and Library, which 
contained the largest collection of 
Ufoiama in the world, has closed its 
doors for lack .of patronage. UFO 
Tours Inc. of New York, which of¬ 
fered luxury cruises in the F/S Solar 
Wind and other latest model flying 
saucers, no longer sends out its 
brightly colored travel brochures. 
And the overall number of reported 
sightings of flying saucers has been 
drastically reduced. 

1 say that reported sightings are 
down. As soon as UFOs began to 
drop from the news, public interest 
waned. People stopped reporting 
every stray flash of light or unusual 
celestial phenomenon as a UFO. 
They stopped sending to the press 
every photograph that contained 
some unexplained flaw or reflection. 
That leaves us with the question of 
actual sightings. Are these down, 
too? 

As soon as people stopped look- j 
ing for flying saucers, the number . 
seen inevitably fell. The strangest , 
and most unusual things can happen ,

right under one's nose and remain 
unobserved, if one is neither looking 
for nor expecting them. In fact, in 
these circumslnnccs the stranger and 
more unusual the occurrence is, the 
more likely it is lo go unobserved. 
So it's not surprising to find that, 
although documented sightings con¬ 
tinue, their number is sharply down. 
There are, therefore, both fewer re¬ 
ported sightings and fewer actual 
sightings than previously.

The Condon Report, called for by 
the Uniied States Government, must 
take its share of blame for this state 
of affairs. Read as a whole, the re¬ 
port could not conceal the considera¬ 
ble body of evidence which pointed to 
an important and inexplicable phe¬ 
nomenon. But the introductory sum¬ 
mary of the report performed a 
hatchet job on flying saucers that has 
rarely been equaled in the fields of 
scientific scholarship. And as every¬ 
one knows, when a scholar and a 
scientist picks up a hatchet, he does 
a job with it of unparalleled effec¬ 
tiveness and ferocity. 

If I were a flying saucer captain 
or crewman and read those opening 
pages of the Condon Report, I’d con¬ 
clude that Earth was no place for me 
and I'd make my getaway as quickly 
as 1 could. I'd decide that if Earth 
cared sc little for UFOs, why should 
UFOs care for Earth, and I'd put 
as many galactic light-years between 
Earth and my ship as I could. 

But there is another possibility. 
The Condon Report may not bear the 
whole blame for the departure of 
UFOs. There's a possibility that the 
reduction of UFO sightings is due to 
something quite different, the long 
overdue reversal of Earth’s magnetic 
poles. 

Let me explain. Among the devices 
developed by Earth to protect itself 
from the hazards of space is its mag¬ 
netic field. The poles of this field, 
negative and positive, correspond 
roughly with the geographic or axial 
poles of Earth, but not entirely. 
While all celestial bodies, however 
small, have a gravitational field, a 
magnetic field is a comparatively 
rare distinction, something Earth 
can be proud of. It's apparently 
caused by an interaction between 
Earth’s inner core and outer crust, 
straining and rubbing against each 
other. 

A A A 

Now what is the possible connec¬ 
tion between this and the withdrawal 
of UFOs? It appears that every so 
often for some unexplained reason 
Earth's magnetic field fades to al¬ 
most nothing. Then it comes up 
again to full strength, but with the 
negative and positive poles reversed. 
According to a recent report in Time 
magazine these changes have been 
accompanied by notable shifts in 
Earth's weather patterns and have 
strongly affected animal life. For 
instance, a reversal of the poles, 
which took place between sixty and 
seventy million years ago synchro¬ 
nizes with the disappearance from 
Earth of the great lizards. This 
cleared ,the way for our earliest an¬ 


cestors to become the dominant 
species on Earth. 

And now we’re getting warm, 
we’re coming close to a possible so¬ 
lution to the problem of the absent 
UFOs. In the last ten million years 
Earth’s magnetic poles have been 
reversed on an average every 220,000 
years; but the last reversal took 
place about 700,000 years ago. In 
other.words, a reversal of the mag¬ 
netic poles is 480,000 years overdue. 
It may take place any day now. 
Every day the possibility increases. 
And when the reversal comes after ; 
so long a delay, it should be a big 
one. 

We can't tell exactly what such a 
reversal may mean for humanity. It 
will certainly upset all our com¬ 
passes and navigational instruments 
and may do a lot of other things as 
well. It could possibly be one of those 
catastrophes so immense that it 
really isn't worth anyone worrying 
about it. 


But how may UFOs be regarding 
its approach? With their powerful 
but delicate gravitational drive and 
their highly complicated electro¬ 
magnetic instrumentation, they cer- ' 
tainly would not wish to be caught 
in a reversal of planetary poles; they 
might never find their way home 
again. It could well be their im¬ 
mensely sensitive informational and 
warning systems have told them'in 
advance that this reversal, now 
nearly half a million years late, is 
likely to occur very shortly. In which 
case they have wisely decided to re¬ 
port back to their home ports as 
quickly as they can. ' 

Sherlock Holmes once commented 
to the effect that he learned more 
from things that weren’t present than 
from things that were. He solved 
more cases by clues that he looked 
for and couldn't find than by the 
clues obvious for all to see. It may 
well be that we have more to learn 
from the UFOs now they are leaving 
us than we did when they were pres¬ 
ent. In that case our scientific estab¬ 
lishment should stop gloating about 
its victory over the UFOs. Instead 
it should be preparing to cope with 
the possible reversal of poles in 
Earth's magnetic field. That should 
keep it busy.

Starlight, Starbright. Who’s 
going to see the spacefolk to¬ 
night? Look skyward people. 
That’s where the action Is, 
according to John Baker, Cary 
pietrykowskl, and chuck Sny¬ 
der, local, residents, several 
weeks agd these three stal¬ 
warts, who claim to have been 
sober at the time, sighted a 
U.F.O. out on Kroner Rd. in 
Columbus township. 

“It looked like a car,’’ said 
John Baker, “except the hood 
bump was in the back of the 
vehicle.’* “It had blinking red, 
green and white lights, made 
a heavy droning noise, and 
hovered between 50 and 100 
yards overhead." "1 thought 
it might land," he explained. 
"I got scared and took off." 
“As we back-tracked two or 
three miles down Kroner, it 
turned and followed us." “At 
that point, we saw cars ap¬ 
proaching from the other di¬ 
rection, and the U.F.O. dis¬ 
appeared, traveling in a side¬ 
ways direction." 

“It was all lights and made 
a droning jet sound, but not 
loud,” recalled Gary pietry- 
kowski. Chuck Snyder de¬ 
scribes the sound as "an in¬ 
tensely high-pitched hum.” 
“Looking up at the object in 
its hovering position, it ap¬ 
peared as wide as the road,” 
he stated. “It probably would 
have been much bigger at 
ground level." "The thing it¬ 
self was shadowed out because 
the lights were so bright," 
he claimed. "It stayed in one 
place with the lights tilted 
at a slight angle and 1 thought 
maybe it was turning in aclr- 
cle.” 


••It couldn’t have been a 
Jet or a helicopter,* continued 
Snyder. "I know how those 
sound." “If the Air Force is 
behind this thing, they should 
notify the public," he states 
emphatically. “An older per¬ 
son, in poor health, could die 
of fright after an experience 
like that.’ “I was real scared 
myself," he lau'ghed, "but 
curious at the same time.’" 
"I wanted to see what it was.” 
"When the oncoming cars 
drew closer, the U.F.O. moved 
a 100 yards to the side, in a 
northeast direction, and then 
disappeared with an unbeliev¬ 
able burst of speed." "In an 
instant, there was nothing." 
—"It was like a light turn¬ 
ing out, but faster." "I never 
believed in U.F.O.’s before 
this happened," said Snyder, 
“but three people just can’t 
imagine the same thing at the 
same time." “It happened all 
right and we saw it." 

“John seldom talks much," 
Mrs. Baker told the Review, 
"but the night of the sight¬ 
ing he was so exhilarated and 
excited that he couldn’t stop 
talking." “He’s a quiet boy,” 
'said Mr. Baker,.' but this was 
a most unusual experience 
for him." "I' believe he is 
reporting the incident ac¬ 
curately." 

Balls of fire and comet tails, 
should we scoff, or accept 
the account? At one time, any 
adult American who expressed 
a degree of belief in the pos¬ 
sibility of flying saucers or 
other space phenomena, was 
regarded as an oddity and a 
crackpot. But attitudes have 


changed subtly on the subject. 
A Review survey of the lo- 
,cal citizenry, reveals there 
are more believers in Inter¬ 
stellar activities than non¬ 
believers. Even though our 
astronauts found the moon 
underpopulated, inhospitable, 
and slightly less desirable, 
than Miami Beach, earthlings

Working to a sociological hy¬ 
pothesis referred to as “status 
Inconsistency,** he conceived the 
theory that Flying Saucer mate¬ 
rialisations fcre most likely to

To come within the "status 
Inconsistency* category, a subject 
shows a lock of harmony with 
others of his race. Income brac¬ 
ket, occupational level, fend age 
group. 

After studying the reports or 
Flying Saucer sightings, Mr. 
Waren came to the conclusion 
that they were also somehow 
linked with a state of mind 
which he called "status frustra¬ 
tion." The Flying Saucer that 
the subject persuaded himself 
that lie hod seen was really a 
sublimation of his desire to flee 
from an unfriendly social posi¬ 
tion.

Those UFO’s 
are just a 
status lack’

Most of the people who report unidentified fly¬ 
ing objects are “status inconsistent males”, 
according to a report published in tiie current 
issue of the American journal, “Science”. 


Using details taken from a 
nation-wide poll Donald T. 
Warren, a University of 
Michigan sociologist, dis¬ 
covered that half the US. 
population believe them to be 
real, and that one in 20 claim 
to have seen them. 

Warren's Interest was to 
find out more about the sort 
of person who reported the 
-sightings. The main purpose 
of his analysis was to check 
a sociological hypothesis 
known as the "status Incon¬ 
sistency theory." 

People in this category ex¬ 
perience frustrations in their 
lives, and their social back¬ 
grounds may not match up 
with the Job they arc doing, 
or the company they keep. 

Warren thought that flying 
saucer sightings were linked 
to status frustration, and 
gave an opportunity for 


escape from a harsh and 
'alien social system. 

Women, for Instance, have 
an imposed and ambiguous 
status: do they assume their 
husbands' status, or their 
own. or a hybrid of the two? 
They are also twice as likely 
as men to report a UFO 
Righting. According to 
Warren, this is a reflection of 
their mixed up state. 

Using education, Income, 
and occupation as the basis 
of his analysis. Warren found 
that in all possible group¬ 
ings, status inconsistent 
males reported more UFO 
sightings. 

His most amazing finding 
was that the better educated 
among the inconsistent^ 
were the most susceptible. It 
was not the uneducated or 
the uninformed who reported 
UFOs.

To the satisfaction of all but the most 
wistful space cultists (Newsweek, March ;

They have been dis- i 
missed as odd-shaped clouds, weather , 
balloons, meteors, optical tricks of the j 
atmosphere, birds and bugs, or such hu- J 
man failings as hallucinations, trick pho- \ 
tography, and dirty eyeglasses. For 
the 1955 saucer season. Dr. Walter 
Domberger—wartime chief of Cerman 
V-2 rocket • development and now 
guidcd-missiles consultant to Bell Air¬ 
craft Corp. at Buffalo, N.Y.—comes up 
with a theory to account for most of the 
still unexplained “objects."

H in effect, deformed tornadoes or slices j 
from twisters. Whenever one of these 
Dornberger doughnuts gets revolving at 
five to seven times the speed of sound, 
billions of air molecules are ripped apart. 
In the process, their atoms become mo¬ 
mentarily unstable and emit light, visible 
in high-speed wind tunnels. The atomic 
glow outlines the whirlpool to the eye; 
besides, the density of the vortex is 
sufficient to Ire apparent on radar. This 
doughnut would behave as a good 
saucer should during its brirf life, climb¬ 
ing abruptly nr making acrodynainically 
"impossible” turns.

Including the sher¬ 
iff, three persons at Midland 
and another at Clovis, N.M 
Says It Was On Road 
James D. Long, of Waco said 
he was driving on a farm-to- 
market road,west of Levclland 
at J:1S a.m. Sunday when he en¬ 
countered the object sitting in 
the road. 

He ' said it was oval-shaped 
about 200 feet long and glowed 
like a neon sign. He got out of 
his car about 200 feet away to 
investigate but when he did the 
object suddenly took off with 
a roar straight up into the air. 

Long said his engine coughed 
and died and his headlights sud- 
dcntly went out. When he got 
his car started, he hurried back 
to town. 

Two other persons said they 
saw the object in the Levelland 
area about an hour earlier. Both 
Pedro Sacido and Nowell £. 
Wright said the .object passed 
over their cars with a roar like 
thunder. The engines of their 
cars died and the headlights 
went out, too. 

Passed Over Car 
Sheriff Weir Clem and his 
deputy, Pat McCullough, spotted 
the object streaking across the 
sky In front ot their car.
